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The following, being a fuller accoumt of what was dclivered after Mr 
q Dunning {poke in the Houfe ef Commons, upon the motion for 
ghufieg a new Speaker, than what appeared in our lait, we appre- 
hend no apelogy will be nevefflaty for laying at vcfore.our Readeus.} 


Mr T. Townfresd and Sie Fletcher Nortoa rofe sogether, but the for- 
mer perfiftio in keeping on his legs, he was heard firtt: 

Wir Tewnest began with apologising for the eming rudesiefs.of 
his conduét in perievering in bis endeavours ta. be heard before Sit 
Fletcher Norton, declaring thet ashe meant to fecoad the mbtion jalt 
made by his hougorable and learned friend, he thought it more regn- 
larto do it, previous to the Right Honeurable gentleman’s dropping a- 
ny thingon the fabject, than afterwards, He then warmly expottu- 
Jated with the noble Lord who made the firft motion, on the fingulari- 
ty of it, and objected to Mr Cornwalh, as an improper pevfon to fill 
the chair, were there any vacaucy, fe faid he was, on the firft view 
of the queftion then to be difcufled, Somewhat diltretfed for fear it 
might be confidered as a perfonal owe, and that, in confequence, any 
thing he might with to offer thould be attributed to views very foreign 
from thofe with which he looked at the fubject, aad be deemed per- 
fonal. . He was happy, however, to find, that it wanld not be focon- 
fidered, and as he meant to give no perional offence te any one, and 
leatt-of allto the gentleman who was made the object of the motion 
offered by the noble Lord, he would, according to bis cuttom, fpeak 
out plainly and unrefervedly. {t had in former times, he obferved, 
been nr gt yapeonie een the.chair of the Houfe of Commons fill- 
ed by men who.swere indépendent, and mea who reprefzated either a 
Jarge county, or fome neighbouring borough. Mr Onflow was no 
placeman. Mr Cornwall held an office under the Crown, difpofable 
at the pleafure of the Crown, and Mr Cornwall was the reprefenta- 
tive of one of the Cigque Ports. The Cinque Ports, he was free to 
own, had as much right to have their. member Speaker of the Houfe 
of Commons, as any ether place which dent. members, byt he ¢ould 
not difguife his feelfag, aod mult own be withed the perfon chofen 
Speaker, was not a member for ote of the Cinque Ports. The Cinque 
Ports, as the late elettions had frewn, were not allowed a free choice 
of their reprefentatives; thefe were objections which might appear 
flight and trivial to other men, but they ftruck him very forcibly. The 
office of Speaker ought to be filled by a perfon free from all iniiuence 
of the Crown. It was the firft duty of the Speaker to guard the rights 
and privileges of the people, againft the increafed and increafing influ- 
ence of the ‘Crown. .Was Mr Cornwall, a placeman at pleafure, a 
penfioner, anda feprefentative of owe’ Of the Cinque Ports, a fit 
guardian for the privileges of the people? And after all, why was 
there to bea new Speaker ?. It was contgiled even by thole who pro- 
pofed Mr Cornwall, that no man could difcharge the duties of the 
chair more fatisfactorily, or with more dignity, than Sir Fletcher Nor- 
ton. Why then change him, and appoint a facceflor? The noble 
Lord and the hofiutable gentieman who feconded the motion, had 
hoth talked of his fl] ftate of health, and the latter had been particn- 
larly, diffufe in his praife... Good God! lf Sir Fletcher Norton. was fo 
worthy, why difmifs him from the chair? Bot there was another rea- 


fon, which neither the noble Lord, nor the honourable gentleman, 


though they had both of them expreffed their with, that every Speak- 
er thowld difeharge his duty with impartiality, had thonght proper‘ to 
hint at;! This larking reafon eriginated in Sir Fletcher Norton’s ha- 

exercifed that very impartiality which was fo much enforced both 
‘by the noble motion-maker and the perfou who feconded .it—it was 


this: Sir Fletcher Norton Bad made a fpeech on a memorable occa- ‘ 


fion, which did him the highcft hononr; a’ fpeech; which , proved ‘his 
i ity as a Speaker, his seal forshis country, his feelings for the 


diftreffes under which Great Britain laboured. . That was the ' 


seafom, that was the caufe of the-prefent attempt to-difgrace and: iu- 
felt the late Speaker,; and as it was edimaatty ant itiibonsh, he trotted 

ymember, young and old, thole who fat in the old Parliament, 
and thofe who were newly chofen, would feel properly on thé oceafion, 
and join with him in fapporting the motion of his’ honourable and 
learned friend, which he begged léave. to fecond, 

Sir Fletcher Norton faid, he had risen, before, in orderto fave the 
Honufe tronble; and tell them. that he had come dowa with his miad 
made up to the bufinefé of the day, and with a full refolution not to 

into the chair agaiu on ‘any confideration, When he was firft cho- 

en Speaker, he faid, he brought. into the chair a hale coaftitution, 
and fuch poor abilities as Heaven bad been pleafed to beftow upon 
him, were in their fulleft.vigour, The very great and encreafed duties 
of the office’ had, as the Houfe mutt have witnefled, impaired his con- 
ftitution materially; and he feared, had weakened his intélleéts; his 
advanced years, as might naturally be firppofed, not enabling him to 

ift the force: of ‘his diferder, ‘but rather. giving way toit. As a 
proof of what he:had. faid, the public. bufinefS. had, he. obferved, in 
the courfe of the laft {eflion, been twice interrupted, folely on account 
of his infirmities; he had then intimated’ a defire to refign, and his 
family knew, that had the Parliament fat another {effions, it was his 
refolation to afk leavé of the Houfe to quit the chair, and refign it to 
forne more healthy fucceflar. He therefore thanked his honourable 
and learned friend for the high opinion he entertained of him, and for 
the motion he had made to reinttate him, but he mutt beg leave to de- 
cline aceeding to that propofition. If he was fo happy, as to be ho- 
noured with an eleftion, his returning to the chair would appear 
ftrange tothe publics it would be afked, why a man cunfeffedly too in- . 
fim for the office, would undertake it? And fome. perfons, perhaps, 
would -be ill-natured enough to fay,, that he was ready to receive the 


_ emoluments, though not equal to the difcharge of the duties of the 


place. Under thefe circumftances he muft repeat, that it was his de- 
termination to decline all thoughts of it, and to affure the Houfe, that 
though he ‘had fat in the chair fos nearly two Parliaments, -and though 
his health:was:very greatly impaired in confequence of the fatigue of 
public bufinefs, his fortune was not bettered. . He was happy in feeing 
fo many members of the late Parliament prefent, and took that op- 
portunity of returning his moft grateful thanks for all their goodnefs 
to him, the impreffion of which was his chief happinefs, and could n¢- 
ver be erafed from his mind. He ‘begged leave alfo to thank the no- 
ble Lord who made the motion for the eleétion of a new Speaker, and 
his honourable friend (if he would allow him to call him fo) who ‘fe- 
¢onded it, for the many handfome things they had faid of him; but 
he fhould be an idiot indeed, if he could poffibly imagine he merited 
fach compliments,: or that his ftate of health, of which none of the 
King's Minifters had ever received the fimalleft intimation from him, 
was the real, canfe of their moving for a new Speaker, without faying 
word upon the fibjeét, previoully to him.,, Every man, he was fare, 
who had the leaft pretenfions to underftanding,, went before him itt 
feeling, that a comfideration of his ftate of health was not the true mo- 
tive for the prefent micafure. In the courfe of the laft feffion, when 
hfs ili ftate of health obliged him to put atemporary ftop to the public 
Dufine{s, he had, contrary to the advice of his phyficians, and at the
